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Preventive versus diagnostic care

What's the difference? Preventive care is precautionary.
Diagnostic care Is used to find the cause of existing symptoms.
For example, If your doctor suggests you have a colonoscopy
because of your age, that's preventive care, But, if your doctor
suggests a colonoscopy to see what's causing your symptoms,
that's diagnostic ca:= and you may need to pay part of the cost
(this Is your “cost share"), '
